WOMEN IN BENEFIOIAL ORGANI-
ZATIONS,
ToTue EDrior oy THKT!' NOBTHWEST:

The question hias been asked whether
the attempt to bulld up the Order of
Champions of the Ited Cross in this ju-
risdiction promises to be successful.
We answer, that although we have not
met with the suécess we have desired,
nor the encourngement we bud & right
to expect, we are pot disappointed, nor
doubtful as to the permanency of the
Order here, For, since ours is the first
secret Order that has ever attempted to
confer its benefits eyually upon Its
members irrespective of sex, is iLstrange
Lhat the public should regard the exper-
iment as a doubtful one? Especially
when we remember that women gener-
ally have no means at their own dispo-
sal, we cannot wooder that people re-
gard them as being unfitted for the pro-
visions of a beneficinl organization.

Onrders composed exclusively of men,
for obvious ressons, require, as a pre-
requisite to membership, that the candi-
date should have some visible means of
support; but under the present state of
things, few women are scknowledged to
be thus fortunately situated.

Yelt I am proud to say that sll the
Encampments of our Order are required
by constitutional law to provide sick
benefits alike to all their members, and
sinece the Order is steadily growing and
erystallizing under this regime, we feel
Justified in sayiog that the practicabil-
ity of the measure has been demon-
strated, publie opinfon (o the contrary
notwithstanding.

In this jurisdietion, some of the En-
enmpments, in cousideration of the
shameful inequality in men's and wom-
en's wages, have in the kindness of
their hearts discrimated in favor of their
lady members both in fees and dues.
These Companions were doubtless actu-
| aled by the Rindest motives, yet I think
| 1t & mistaken policy, We, of couse, de-
sire equal privileges and equal benefits
with our brothers, but wish them only
on equal terms. We wish to perform
our parts fully, and each count as muech
as s brother in sustaining our Eocamp-
ments. We know that one dollar rep-
resents as much of our time and labor
us four times that amount doesof theirs,
but we nlso know that one dollar of our
money will go no farther in sustaining
the enterprises of the Order thad that
amount of theirs, and henece submit to
this bardship votil the “good time
coming comes,” when we sball be re-
lensed from the odious coverture and al-
lowed to stand before the world as indi-
viduals ; when our right te invest our
money in & way to insure ourselves
agninst the danger of want shall be uni-
versally acknowledged and respected.

And doea not an Order founded on the
elernal principles of right, and taking
this advaneced position before the world,
merit the support of all those who are
laboring to lift the unjust weights from
the shoulders of the women of our land?

The rest were lunntics and gamblers,
The old statesinan was filled with sor-
row, disappolntment, and grief, but that
noble wife, who bad never had the ad-
vaulages of an early education, who
was never in soviety, who never as-
pired higher than a belpmeet, who bad
not been blessed with the companion-
ship of ber lord during their married
life, who allowed him to eujoy alowe,
(as she should), all the pleasures and
powp, gayety, and fashion of soclety,
when he eame back to her broken and
subdued, bowed down with dissipation,
and humbled In spirit, found her still
ready to receive bim.

Examples such as Lhese might be mul-
tiplied, but it is useless, They all go to
show that women should be coatent
with what they bave, and not strive for
things pever intended for them. Now,
I do not put my opposition to the right
of woman to bave an equal chance
with man on the ground of want of in-
telligence. That is silly twaddle, and
can only eatch fools; for every oune
knows that women, as a class, are just
as idtelligent as men when they have
the same .opportunities. A school
teacher will tell you that the girls in
his school are just as susceptible of
receiving instructiovs In the solid
bravches as the boys. Neither ean 1
say that & woman should not vote, be-
cause, if she did, she would have to
work the roamds, act as juryman, aud
bear arms, if necessary. We sll koow
that there are thousands of meun in our
commuunity who do neither of these
thiugs, and yet, we never urge that as
an objection to their voting, so that is
no argument; but I place my objection
upon the broad, and ouly grounds sus-
ceptible of argument—SHE IS A WOMAN !
That's enough, is it not? because the
act of voling would deprive ber of her
modesty, or corrupt her, 1 don't think
voling could have any such effect, but
it is, as I said before, because she is a
woman, and for no other reason; and

‘jeal enfranehisement of women, for it is
in no sense a political organization; but
I do assert that our laws and usages
fully recoguize the principle that the
one sex Is entitled to precisely the same
rights as the other.

When we consider the full scope and
character of the Order in question, we
could pot expect vor desire for it arapid
{growth; but we do expect—and have
| seen it demoostrated—that it will take
|a firm and permaneut hiold upon the af-
| fections of those who desire the welfare
of their race, and we believe that the
|day is not far distant when its bounda-
ries will eneirele the civilized world.

LETTER FROM IOWA.

To THE EmroR oF THE NEW NORTHW EST:
Persons who, after the lapse of a quar-
ter of & century, have vislted places fu-
millar to their youth, can imagive
something of the feelings with which I
locked sround meon our arrival at what
was once my home, in Iows, We
reached here on the 4th of Muy, alter a
pleasant trip by sea and rail.

After looking saround me s while, I
began to recognize some things, but
there is still a strange peculisrity ubout
the country to me, and one that I never
thought of before I left here, sud thut is,
it seems so small. The people have
small farms, which produce good grops
of corn, which, together with pork,
seems to be the staple product, so far
us I have observed.

The time was when an account of
trip across the continent might have
been writterd with a prospeet that some-
body would Le Interested In reading it,
but since travel back nnd forth has be-
come 80 frequent it is o eommon w
subject to write sbout, much less read.
I will meulion, however, one incident
of our journey, and that was a terrific
thunder storm that took place on the
night of April 26th, as we were goiog
up Weber Cufion, The deafening peals
of thunder and blinding fashes of light-
ning were enough to scare a Webfoot of
27 years standing out of his wits. Then
the rain—it raios in Oregon, but noth-
ing like this deluge. A land slide oc-
curred, which delayed our train for
some time, but we finally moved on to
Laramie Station, a place of about 2,500
inhabitants. Tt wasa melancholy time
for some of them, as they had just
buried eight of their citizens, who had
been killed by the [ndians,

For the encouragement of the farmers
in Oregon I will say that that Is not the
only country visited by late rains and
upseasonable frosts, for here it is still
raiuing, and yesterday [tsnowed. There
isas yet no corn planted nor gardens
made, and but little plowing done. The
roads are almoslt impassable. We will
go on to Ohio In a few days, from
whence I will probably write you agsin,

Charles Francis Adams has been se-
lected by the Centennlal Committee of
New York City for orator on the Fourth
of July, 18768,

From 25,000 to 85,008 persons were
within the Centenulal Grounds on last
Monday. The paying visitors on Sat-
urday vumbered 18,182,

The Senate on the 22d confirmed the
nomination of Pierrepont as Minister to
England, Tafl as Attorney-General, and
Cameron as Secretary of War.

A hail-storm of great fury passed over
Morristown, N. J., on the 2Ist. The
baill-stones killed chickens and many
birds on the wing. Plate glass was shat-
tered as easily as common glass, Some
hail-stones 67 Inches In circnmference
were found.

The funerals of the murdered consuls
took place at Balonica on the 19th with
great ceremony, and in & manner salis-
fuctory to every one. Perfect order was
preserved. A Paris dispatch says it is
expected that the widows of the consuls
will ench receive two hundred thousand
dollars indemunity.

Mitehell has submitted a resolation
instructing the committee on commerce
to inquire into the extent sud condition
of the salmon fisheries on the Columbia
River in Oregon and Washington Ter-
ritory and report a bill for the regula-
tion of such fisheries and protection of
artificial hatehing insald river; adopted.

Frank M. Pixley, one of the delega-
tlon appointed by BSan Francisco to
urge action on the Chinese question by
the Federal Government, appeared be-
fore the Houss committes on foreign sf-
fairs, accompanied by Cobgress-
man Piper, and presented an argument
on the subject. Among other things,
he stated that there were 60,000 Chinese
in California, of the lowest class of Coo-
lies, Mongolian criminals; that the ar-
rivals number not less than 2,000 per
moaoth, and that the State Is, In fact,
rapidly becoming Chioa's Botany Bay.

The sub-committes on expenditures
in the Treasury Department, investigat-
ing the bureau of captured and aban-
doned property, [s of the opinion that
Bristow's course has been entirely cor-
rect, but In the administration of his
predecessors, Richardson and Boutwell
apd MeCulloch—especially the Iatter—
the committee finde an inexbhaustible
fund of evidence of the most startiing
eharacter. Thus far there Is an vpex-
plained defleit of over $6,000,000, Bixty-
seven thousand dollars are charged
against 8. H. Kaufraun, who was at
that time clerk in charge of attorney’s
account, and will be ealied upon to ex-
plain what be did with the money,
